ICAL NEWS. 


E xecutions for M urder — Shocking 
T ragedy in M aryland — Con­ 
gressional P roceedings.

United States Senate. 
W ashington, Ajiri! 
18th.—Sherman, 
from the Committee on Library, reported 
adversely the bill for a newspaper copy­ 
right. It was, however, placed on the 
calendar. Also, from the same committee, 
adversely, a joint resolution providing for 
the erection of a bronze equestrian statue 
to dim on Bolivar, indefinitely jiostponed. 
The bankruptcy bill was taken up, but 
without proceeding to its consideration the 
Senate went into executive session, and 
when the doors were reopened a message 
from the House, announcing the death of 
the late Representative Herndon, was laid 
before the Senate. 
Remarks in memory of deceased were 
delivered by Morgan, Gibson, Jones of Flor­ 
ida. and Pugh. 
Adjourned to Monday. 
House of Representatives. 
W ashington, April 18th.—On motion of 
McMillan, the hill limiting to two years the 
time within which prosecutions may be in­ 
stituted against persons charged with vio­ 
lating the internal revenue laws, was taken 
up for consideration. 
W hite of Kentucky took advantage of 
the brief debate on the bill to criticise the 
action of the Springer Committee In stop­ 
ping the investigation of the charges against 
Governor Murray. The man under investi­ 
gation had said he was not guilty, ami had 
called upon Justice Harlan and Speaker 
i'arlisle to testify to his good character. 
Thereupon the investigation ceased, and 
not only that, hut the committee had pro­ 
posed to investigate his (W hite’s) character. 
Miller of Pennsylvania called the gentle­ 
man t<i order for not addressing himself to 
the hill under consideration, nut the House 
decided that W hite might be permitted to 
proceed in order, but W hite continued to 
talk in tiie same strain, when Miller again 
called him to order. 
The Speaker thought the remarks of the 
gentleman were not relevant to the bill. 
W hite said the difference between the 
Speaker and himself was. that while he had 
been endeavoring to defend the rights of 
tiie poorest people in his State, the Speaker 
had been endeavoring to get bills through 
Congress for the biggest whisky monopoly 
in the. State of Kentucky. 
Miller demanded that these words he 
taken down as unparliamentary. 
The Speaker—The (.’hair desires that the 
words should not be taken down and no no­ 
tice be taken of them. [Applause on both 
sides of the chamber.] 
Miller thereui»on withdrew his demand, 
hut insisted that the gentleman should pro­ 
ceed in order or not at all. 
The Speaker—The Chair will endeavor to 
enforce the rules of the House. 
Cannon suggested that great latitude had 
been always permitted members in speak­ 
ing, and their remarks were not confined to 
provisions of the special bill under discus­ 
sion.The Speaker replied that he would not 
interfere with the course of the gentleman's 
remarks, but when the point was raised by 
another member lie was bound to decide 
the question in accordance with the rules. 
Miller said he did not raise a point out of 
any ill feeling toward the gentleman from 
Kentucky, but he did object to the time of 
the House being taken up in the settlement 
of differences which members of Congress 
might have with some other person. A 
member had the utmost liberty in debate 
and couid not be called to account foi his 
utterances", and that liberty ought not to he 
abused. The House, however, ought not 
to permit members to abuse this privilege. 
W hite then proceeded in order, and at 
the conclusion of his speech the bill passed. 
The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole, with Cox of New York 11 the 
chair, on the private calendar. 
The unfinished business coming over 
from hu>t Friday was a nil! to relieve cer­ 
tain soldiers of the late war from a charge 
of desertion. 
After debate it was laid aside, with a 
favorable recommendation. 
The hill for the relief of Myra Clark 
Gaines was considered, but without coming 
toa conclusion the committee rose, and the 
House took a recess tili 7r.'JO ibis: evening. 
At the evening session the House passed 
twenty-six pension hills and adjourned. 
B lood-C urdling C onfession. 
W aynesboro (Ga.’i, April ISth.— Kdward 
Dawes, h< Id on a charge of the murder of 
his five children, has confessed his guilt. 
He states tljat children kept accumulating 
upon him. while his ability to support them 
diminished. The children were, according 
to the custom among Southern field hands, 
locked up in a cabin while the parents 
were at work. A ll1) o'clock one morning 
he felt an uncontrollable desire to rid him ­ 
self of his burden, and pretending to his 
wife that he wanted some necessary article 
in the cabin, he mounted a mule and went 
there. Opening the door, he closed it be­ 
hind him. He attacked the youngest child 
and killed it. Meantime the others took 
hold of him by the legs, beseeching him to 
spare the child. Turning from the dead 
victim, he grasped two other children, one 
in each hand, and beat their heads against 
each other until they lateante unconscious. 
With the ax he then killed them. The two 
remaining had sought refuge under the bed. 
Reaching for them, he killed them and left 
the five dead bodies on the floor. <’losing 
the door, he returned to work, giving no 
sign of the bloody work iu which he bad 
been engaged. It was the absence of an 
explanation of the tragedy more than any­ 
thing else which led to his arrest. At first 
he stoutly denied all knowledge of the 
crime. It is believed his wife and sister, 
who have disappeared, are also guilty. 
W endell Phillip* .M emorial Services. 
B o s t o n . April JSth.—The Wendell Phil­ 
lips memorial services at Tremont Temple 
this morning attracted a more notable au­ 
dience than any similar occasion in Boston, 
The demand for admission was many times 
the standing capacity of the hall. The as­ 
sembly comprised many of the fellow- 
workers of the deceased orator, besides a 
distinguished gathering of ¡adíes and gen­ 
tlemen in sympathy with his philanthropic 
ai ts. Among those present were members 
of the Pity Council arid heads of depart­ 
ments. several ex-Mayors. Governor Robin­ 
son and '"¡.iff, the Governor's Council. 
Judges of the Supreme and Superior 
Courts, Municipal Courts, ami various 
United States Government olió ¡ais, and 
Judges of Federal Courts. 
Eight W ith H orse T hieves. 
M emi’His, April 1st h.—Special - fr m He­ 
lena. Ark., report a desperate fight vesier- 
day in the western portion of Phillips 
county. Ark., bet ween a posse of citizens 
led by the Sheriff, and three brothers named 
Charles. Squire and Joseph Moure, who had 
tor some tim e been engaged hi stealing 
horses. Their guilt was established by 
parties from whom they had stolen the 
horses, and who tracked ihem a distance of 
:«0 miles to where the stock was sold. The 
three brothers tried io make their escape in 
*kili*. but were tired upon by a posse. 
Charles Moore, the leader, was shot through 
the small of the back, the bullet lodging in 
the stomach. Squire Moore was also des­ 
perately Wounded and will probably die. 
Joseph Moore made his escape. None of 
the Sheriffs posse was injured. 
FRthuT Killed 1 *y His Sun. 
Cambridge iMd.), April 18th.—Iiitc.il- 
gence reached here yesterday of tiie killing 
of Charles Shenton, by his son, Frank 
Shenton, both living in {he lower part of 
Dorchester county, one and a half miles 
from Golden Hill. The lather w as.Vi years 
old and the son 19. The former is said to 
have been dissipated. He had been on a 
spree for several days, and while under the 
influence of drink commenced a fracas 


with his wife, the mother of Frank, and 
beat her severely. The son remonstrated, 
when the father seized a gun and rushed a: 
his son. who struck him on the head with 
a club, killing him instantly. 
H anged for M urder. 
W h it e P la in s (N. Y.), April 18th.—The 
execution of Theodore Hoffman, fur the 
murder of Self Marks, a Jewish peddler, 
attracted a large crowd to-day. hut only a 
few were permitted to see the execution. 
Hoffman slept soundly last night, but ate 
sparingly this morning. As the hour for 
the execution approached lie began to grow 
nervous. When his spiritual adviser arrived 
he seemed to derive some consolation. The 
condemned man walked firmly to the 
gallows with the minister. Prayer wassaid 
and the noose adjusted. The rope was cut 
at 7• ¡2 a. m. There was scarcely a struggle. 
A slight tremor of the limbs took place, but 
there were no contortions of the body*. He 
professed his innocence to the last, hut left 
a letter, to be opened after the execution, 
which is thought to contain a confession.

April 18th—The letter 
left by Hoffman was addressed to the 
Sheriff.

T he G allow s C heated o f Its P rey. 
A tlan ta Gu.j. April 18th.—'Tobe Tur­ 
ner, the murderer n" Shuttle, was taken to 
Greenville yesterday, to he hanged. He 
was placed in jail, and remained all night 
alone, praying and sleeping. He refused 
to eat anything this morning, but drank a 
glass of wine. His clothing was entirely 
changed, so that no poison might, he con­ 
cealed about him, but he was allowed to 
keep a small silk handkerchief. He 
told the Sheriff that 
he had tried 
several times to commit suicide, but 
was sorry, as he loved Jesus, and he would 
go to Heaven. He asked the Sheriff to 
leave him alone so that he might pray. 
The Sheriff returned soon to tell Turner 
that his father, mother and sister wanted to 
see him, when he found him with the 
handkerchief tied around his neck dead. 
His mother fell across the bed exclaiming: 
Have you really gone to Jesus? They 
have not had a chance to put a rope around 
that dear neck. You have beat them at 
last.'1 She had to be removed from the 
body by force. 
A T rain-W recker in T ight Q uarters. 
D ayton (O.), April lath.—Several days 
ago a man named John Michaels, charged 
with wrecking a Pan Handle train, causing 
the death of one or two persons and the in­ 
jury of several others, last night was taken 
to the scene of the wrek. where he was 
identified by a fanner named John Sliner— 
the first on the scene—as the man whom he 
saw struggling with the wounded express 
messenger, George Confer, for possession of 
tin keys to the safe. Confer also identified 
him, and says he threatened to kill him 
if lie did not deliver up the keys. 
Two young ladies, named Doogan, who 
were imprisoMed in the wreck, also iden­ 
tify him as the man who jumped out of the 
baggage car after they heard Confer say: 
"I’ll die before you shall have the keys.” 
At Oplia, a small place near the scene of 
the wreck, a crowd endeavored to lynch 
him, hut the officers got away with him by 
fording the Little Miami river. He lias 
not yet been returned to jail, as the 
officers are driving about the coun­ 
try with him to avoid lynching. 
Tiie J am es Trial. 
( if a t ta n o o u a (Tenn.g April 18th.—In the 
James trial, at Huntsville, counsel for the 
prisoner objected to James A. Liddell as a 
witness, on account of his being convicted 
of horse stealing iu Missouri in 1874. The 
objection was overruled, on the ground 
that Liddell hail been pardoned. Liddell 
testified that Frank an i Jesse James and 
Rill Ryan left him (Liddell) at Nashville, 
March (j, 18*1, riding south, to lay plans for 
robbing a train. Witness made a visit of a 
couple of weeks to Kentucky. Returning, 
he found the three men 
back 
at 
Nashville. Afterward Ryan was arrest'd 
while on a boisterous spree. 
Witness 
and Frank James left Nashville, fearing 
that Ryan would turn State's evidence. 
Liddell learned from Frank James that 
they had perpetrated a robbery on their 
southern trip. The description given hv 
witness of the men and horses tallied with 
that given by witness Peden previously, of 
the Mussle Shoals robbers, except as to the 
color of Frank Jam es’ beard. The case so 
tar is regarded as weak for the prosecution. 
Tin* H igh "Water in the E ast. 
New York, April 18th. — Reports of 
heavy rains continue to "conic in from 
Maine and New Hampshire. The high 
water ha* caused a suspension of work in 
many mills and is threatening bridges and 
dams. At Milltown, Me., the water ha* 
risen a foot since yesterday, and it is feared 
tiie log' will break loose, in which ease 
great damage will he done to property. At 
Lacoina, N. H., Lake Winnepisseogee is ris­ 
ing an inch an hour. The dam has started 
to move and if it breaks many house* will 
be carried down the river. It is feared the 
dam at the north pond will give way. The 
pond contains 50,UKIO,OX) gallons of water, 
and is about seven feet above the level of 
the city. Should the water break away the 
consequences would he disastrous.

CHICO. 


Su icide in Hnrnholtlt C ounty—A n­ 
other I,and Slide on th e South­ 
ern P acific.

Shocking T ragedy in Chico. 
Oh ico, April 18th.—This morning about 
10 o’clock the city was thrown into a state 
of excitement by the rejiort that a man had 
shot a woman and then killed himself in 
the public street in broad daylight. I'he 
murderer is named John Duncan, formerly 
of Magalia, in this county, and the woman 
is his wife, living in a family here, making 
a living for herself and daughter, about 10 
years of age. For the past year the parties 
have not lived happily together, and Mr*. 
Duncan was taking means to get a divorce. 
Duncan, it seems, on learning this, said he 
would he revenged, lli* presence wa* not 
known in Chico, he having come to town 
within a day or two. He disguised himself 
with a straw hat and duster, and watched 
near the house for his victim. This morn­ 
ing Mrs. Duncan came down to the street 
and put the baby of Mrs. Carpenter (for 
whom she worked) in the buggy, ami wheel­ 
ing it before her. procc'i.cil to'take a walk. 
Duncan followed her without being recog­ 
nized until she got to a quiet place, when 
he walked up to her. sain something and 
fired a shot. She cried out "" Don’t do that 
here,” and seeing that he had missed he 
put his arm around her neck, drew her to­ 
wards him and fired u shot into her head. 
He then turned the pist il on himself and 
fired olio shot square in the forehead, fell 
over and died in fifteen minutes. The wo­ 
man is not seriously injured, the shot hav­ 
ing glanced, and the doctors pronounce hei 
in no ini mediate danger. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
Cinco, April 18th.—Mrs. IHtncan, shot 
by her husband this forenoon, had a nar­ 
row escape. The wound made by the ball 
is only a scalp wound, and the doctors say 
she is in no danger. 
T he Sacram ento R iver. 
Coli sa, April 18th.—The river here night 
before last was nine inches higher than 
ever before. 
Jt has now fallen some 
eighteen inches, but it is falling very slow­ 
ly—only about four inches ill the last 
twelve hours. On the west side of the river 
there is a small break at Princeton, one 
three miles below, one ten miles above 
Colusa, one five miles above, and two about 
a mile above.

News ,,j' a fearful murder is received, 
committed a few days ago, about six miles 
from the town of Pullman. W . T. Thomas 
Higgins, the murdered man. had a valuable 
timber culture and homestead claim nearly 
ready for final proof, for whii h he had heeit 
offered several thousand dollars. His ab­ 
sence from the premises being noticed, 
search wa* iinmediatelv instituted for him, 
resulting iti finding his body about 100 
yards from the house, buried under about 
eighteen inches of loose dirt. Upon the 
body being exhumed, a bullet hole was 
found in the temple. A man named Louis 
Knott went to Colfax to tile on the m ur­ 
dered man's claim, and further investiga­ 
tion developed the fact that Knott had dis­ 
posed of articles belonging to Higgins. 
Knott is under arrest, and a necktie party 
is probable. A coat and pistol belonging 
to Higgins were found in possession of 
Knott. The evidence of his guilt is con­ 
clusive.

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In this table, the £36,000 paid to the 
President of 
France, against 
£898,302 
swallowed up annually by the royal family 
of England, makes a very favorable show­ 
ing for a republican form of government. 
But the modest £10,000 paid to the A m eri­ 
can President puts the contrast in a still 
stronger light, although England, it should 
be noted, is a model of economy in this 
m atter compared with Germany, Russia 
and Turkey. 
L ittle Sweden, with its pop­ 
ulation of 4,500,000, and its total annual 
revenue of a little over £4,000,000, allow­ 
ing its royal family to gobble a yearly sum 
of nearly £1,250,000, staggers credulity, 
and Is, perhaps, th e most glaring instance 
of national idiocy the world to-day is per­ 
m itted to behold. 
Switzerland, with its 
i ’residential stipiend of only £600 ($3,000), 
shows up beautifully in this list.

George Woolsev, lone, OaL: The speci­ 
mens are received by express. 
The larva; 
boring in the term inal leaves of the peach 
are certainly the Iarv:e of the peach moth 
((A narda lineatella), and I can only repeat 
that picking off infested twigs, and de­ 
stroying them by burning, is the only pres­ 
ent known remedy, together with cutting 
out infested branches from which the sap 
(gum) is oozing from near the buds. 
1 
should advise spraying the foliage and 
fruit with the whale-oil soap and sulphur 
solution, to prevent the females of the next 
brood from depositing their eggs on the 
peaches, and repeating the spraying in 
eight or ten days. 
By adding one pound 
of buhaeh to every ten gallons of the solu­ 
tion, it will destroy any of the moths 
around the tree. 
From the size of the 
caterpillars at this date (they are nearly 
full grown) in moderately warm weather 
the second brocal will appear lief ire the 1st 
of May. 
T he flies yon send belong to the order of 
two-winged flic* (Diptera), and are not in 
any way connected with the injury to the 
peach trees. 
1 find them numerous in the 
cherry and apricot orchards a t San l»ren/o. 
These flies are rapacious, and live on other 
species of flies; their larva; live on the 
roots of grass, etc. 
The larva which in­ 
fest. the term inal leaves and buds of the 
peach trees is possessed of sixteen legs, and 
is therefore the larva of an insect which 
belongs to the order of scaly-winged insects, 
or Iityrvl/rpura, which includes butterflies 
and 
moths.

gots, and few of them, if any, feed ujion 
the foliage of trees or plants.

work receives the approval of all special­ 
ists in the line of patristic lore.” 
The document sheds new light upon sub­ 
jects of Church government and ritual that 
have been in dispute. 
W hile it is not! to 
be estimated as a sacred book, or as ground­ 
work for a claim of inspiration, it is a 
commentary and an expository document 
of doctrines and teachings and customs, in­ 
tended to light the path of Christian lie- 
lievers. 
In the very first lines it plants 
itself upon th at massive and unchangeable 
code of right, the sermon on the mount, 
and anchors itself in the Decalogue. 
In 
the second chapter it sets its seal, by direct 
condemnation, u|>on certain infamies that 
were 
common 
among 
the 
heathen 
nations, 
and 
are 
by no 
means 
un­ 
known to-day. 
It 
advises against cer­ 
tain 
weaknesses 
of 
tem per 
and 
van­ 
ities, superstitions and defects to which 
men are prone; as histv anger, contention, 
foul-mouthedness, mystery-searching, m ur­ 
muring, avarice, hate, hypocrisy, empty 
speaking, reviling, the double-tongue, vac­ 
illation ami boastfulness, and thus sets up 
a code of 
peace, modesty, 
gentleness, 
thoughtfulness, manliness and right-doing 
no man can assail. 
Such broad teachings as these distinguish 
the docum ent: 
“ Become 
not 
one 
who 
for taking 
stretches out the hands, but for giving 
draws them in.” 
“ Thou shalt not turn away the needy.” 
“ Thou shalt hate every hypocrisy." 
“ Thou shalt not desire division, but 
shalt make peace between those who con­ 
tend.” 
“ Thou shalt judge ju s tly ; thou shalt 
not respect persons in convicting for trans­ 
gressions.” 
“ Thy speech shall not he false, nor 
empty, but filled w ith doing.” 
“ Let thine alms sweat in thy hands, 
until thou knowest to whom thou shouldst 
give.” 
Upon purely doctrinal questions, such as 
baptism, it does not take such strict con­ 
cern as some modern churchm en do, and in 
reference to that assumption of regalia, 
perm its of varied forms, and should lead 
to the abandonment of such strictness as 
now not infrequently amounts to cruelty. 
It certainly comes to this day as a voice 
from the early days, declaring a high 
moral code that the most liberal can ac­ 
cept, and yet that no rigid religionist can 
deem lacking 
in 
doctrinal orthodoxy. 
Upon the m aterial doctrinal forms and ob­ 
servances of the Church, except as to the 
Eucharist, baptism, and “ Sunday ” (not 
Sabbath) observance, it does not throw 
much new light, and these will not so 
much interest the non-believer in C hrist­ 
ian doctrine. 
But to the devout Christian 
it brings confirmation and strength as to 
several things 
deemed 
essentials— thus 
baptism al forms are defined, Wednesdays 
and Fridays appear to lie advised for fast­ 
ing, prayer in its simplest form is directed 
three times each day, and the Sacrament of 
the Supper is to be administered on the 
first day of each week, that is the “ Lord’s 
Day,” mention of the “ Seventh Day ” be­ 
ing apparently scrupulously avoided, and 
the command to assemble for worship re­ 
lating only to the “ first day.” 
The Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, 
rem arking 
upon the discovery of the MS., notes that 
the “ T eachings” are devoted to the ad­ 
vocacy of moral and strictly spiritual ideas 
common to all churches and to all philos­ 
ophies, and this secular journal makes 
bold to add that “ John Calvin and the 
most advanced liberal of our day would 
find nothing to quarrel over in this old 
manuscript. 
It is not too much to hope 
that the modern church will adopt this 
‘Teaching.’ 
Its spirit should pervade the 
utterances of the pulpit of all creeds and 
languages.” 


THE 
MANUSCRIPT THAT 
IS 
INTER­ 
ESTING CHRISTIANS. 


Some days ago we referred in these col­ 
umns to the promulgation of the m anu­ 
script “ Teachings of the Twelve A [s i­ 
ties," discovered by Bishop Brvennios, and 
the verity of which, as an original, is 
probably beyond question. 
This morning 
we present the text (translation) in full. 
Its discovery may he ranked as a promi­ 
nent literary event of the d a y ; certainly 
the most important Biblical discovery, and 
possessing a profound interest for scholars 
and matured readers, outside of its reli­ 
gious doctrinal character. 
It is the oldest 
extant witness to the practices of the 
C hristian Church during the tir-l and sec­ 
ond centuries, excepting only the canonical 
writings. 
It would lie well for students to 
clip and preserve the article, as we are as­ 
sured that it is certain to so impress its 
genuineness upon the world as to he incor­ 
porated into the New Testam ent division 
of the Bible. 
The manuscript dates from 
an early day of the second century—prol>- 
ably about A. I). 120. 
It is certainly the 
document referred to by the earlier Church, 
cited by Clement of A lexandria in his first 
Stroma, hv Eusebius and Athanasius, and 
is that unknown manuscript w hich Bickell 
and Gebhard have declared must exist. 
In 1875 the Bishop published a collection 
of parchments, secured together, which he 
found in the Library of the Most Holy 
Sepulcher in Kanar, of Constantinople. 
T hey made tip an octavo volume of 120 
pages. 
Between pages 76 and SO occurred 
the “ Teachings of the Twelve Apostles.”

He deciphered the text and 
applied all scholarly tests to it.

Worked for years, without any flourish of 
trum pets or promise of performance.

finally arrayed his proofs, marshaled his 
fai-ts and submitted the panel to a critical 
world, and the result has lioen a verdict hv 
theological scholars generally of genuine- 
■ess. 
One secular critic thus enthusiastically 
exclaim s: “ The amount of research re­ 
quired to determine the authenticity can 
hardly lie appreciated, except hv scholars 
who have made that sort of study a sp e­ 
cially. 
It almost ranks with the wonder­ 
ful trium ph of astronomical scienre; in 
showing speculativcly where to look for a 
planet and when to expect a comet. 
The 
achievem ent reflects great credit upon the 
scholarship of the G reek Church. T hat 
great branch of the Christian communion 
may well be proud of Brvennios, whose 


WHEAT DECLINE AND GROWING. 


The recent wheat declination is capable 
if lieing easily traced to its causes-. 
In the 
first place it is not nearly so astonishing as 
has been supposed. 
W e have had other 
ebb tides in prices, and along the whole 
line, for many years, the general tendency 
has teen downward. 
More of this food 
product than there is consumption for at 
home, constitutes our surplus and is our 
stock in trade for foreign supply. 
The 
demand for this is, of course, greater 
when there is least production abroad. 
But if foreign production results in a sur­ 
plus, no m atter w hether our own surplus 
is large or small, there must he decline in 
prices. 
Such declines, then, result either 
from too great a surplus here and too great a 
surplus abroad occurring conjointly, or when 
there is a large surplus abroad alone, with 
adequate supply for consumption here. 
All declines in prices are aided by specu- 
ulators. 
In this case the growth of 1883 
fell oft' with us. and the speculator bought 
for a rise. 
Being at last forced to disjiose 
of his investment, as he saw that a rise 
was not to tom e prior to the involvement 
to result from the entry of the new crop, 
the m arket was suddenly, and at a wholly 
unexpected 
time, flooded with 
wheat. 
Men lower their prices on what they have 
to sell when they are forced to conclude 
that it is te tte r to dispose of goods than 
retain them at heavy cost for their keep­ 
ing, and wheat surplus always represents 
cost for the price for the money looked up in 
it, and in the outgo for insurance, etc. Prices 
must always te measured ujion the buying 
plane, not the asking. 
W hen, therefore, 
wheat went suddenly down to 77 cents, 
cash, the other day, it was to te expected 
th a t something of a panic would result. 
The decline represented alike th e declina­ 
tion of the foreign price, and that represent­ 
ed the measure of the need for the food in 
Enrojie. 
As a consequence, there was no 
demand, even at abnormal prices, for our 
wheat on the part of the foreign buyer. 
So closely related are the factors of pro­ 
duction abroad to our own that a fluctua­ 
tion in price there must te reflected here, 
and felt seriously, because all the transac­ 
tions are large and the margins narrow, 
and hence the. elasticity of the food m ar­ 
ket is very limited. 
As the m atters now 
>tand there is not demand for our products 
equal to the surplus of production, if we 
except only meats. 
The continuance of a 
shortage in wheat demand is dependent 
upon the price asked being m aintained; 
that is to sav, nrv surplus of nnv product 
will find a market if the buyers’ prices are 
accepted,and the buyers will command the 
m arket so long as they are in command of 
a surplus at home, as at present. Of course 
this means the possibility of great loes to 
some one, but not perm anently to the pro­ 


ducer. 
H e can “ get from u n d e r” by 
changing his products and bidding for a 
new m arket with a stronger demand. 
As 
the liability of wheat declines the fluctua­ 
tions increase—and they will do so where 
the disproportion between the need for 
fiiod and the supply of it narrows—the dis­ 
position will be to vary our growth, and 
thus necessity will second the advice that 
has teen so long given by agricultural 
writers. 
W ith the enlargem ent of the 
wheat-growing area on both sides of the 
A tlantic, in parts'of Asia and the probable 
projection of India into the problem, the 
probabilities of high tides in wheat prices 
are exposed to greater liability of decrease 
and infrequency. We may conclude, there­ 
fore, that wheat may never wholly reteund 
to the higher prices; th a t it may not,after 
each great decline, recover tlxe plane of 
the average maximum of the period from 
which declination dates. 
W heat-growing, 
in short, is to te engaged in with greater 
discretion, and attention is to te given 
more than ever before to other agricultural 
products. 


A CATHOLIC JOURNAL'S DEMAND. 


The Monitor, the leading journal of the 
Catholic Church in California, in its issue 
of the 16th, devotes more than an editorial 
column to consideration of jiolitical abuses. 
The article is very hitter, and is a pro­ 
nounced call for immediate reform. 
It is 
but rare that this semi-official religious 
journal raises its voice upon political ques­ 
tions, and its demand for the regeneration 
of political circles comes, therefore, with 
unusual force. 
The Monitor is not inaccu­ 
rate in its indictm ent. 
It charges, in brief, hut more severely 
than we state it, that politics is ceasing to 
te an honorable profession; th at honesty 
of conviction is no longer a success; that 
money is too potent an influence in party ; 
th at “ whisky is the jKoltis, or wind-raiser, 
for the would-be Ulysses of the political 
world 
that we are raising up a race 
unscrupulous politicians without a particle 
of conscience; that “ all sorts of disrepu 
table dodges are resorted to very often to 
get office,” and once in, such incumbents, 
set th eir wits to work to recoup “ for the 
m mev they had to expend to secure” the 
p o s itio n s th a t young men, lacking brains 
and muscle to make an honest living by 
manual or mental labor, become the aids 
or victims of jiolitical bosses, who put 
them into positions for which they in re­ 
turn pay the boss a percentage of their 
salaries ; that thus incapacity is rewarded, 
crime engendered 
and 
the 
taxpayers 
robbed; th at the questions. Is he honest ? 
Is he cajiable? are not now, as in olden 
time, asked, and neither honesty nor capa­ 
bility are now considered necessary factors 
in the formation of the character of polit­ 
ical candidates; that the “ boss” names 
the candidates, the “ m achine” manipu­ 
lates the delegates to the Convention, the 
“ backers” support the aspirant, the race 
is run, and the winning jockey must rejxirt 
for orders to his owners; that every under­ 
ling must “ see the tess,” and only by 
yielding a stipend to the political king for 
political expenses can offices, most fre­ 
quently, te obtained, and thus capable and 
honest men are excluded in favor of tim e­ 
serving toadies. 
The remedy the Monitor discovers is 
precisely 
that 
which 
must 
underlie 
all reform 
movements in 
politics—ac­ 
tivity on the jiart of the individual voter. 
Political action is the first movement in 
organized government. 
President choos­ 
ing, and law making begin in the caucus, 
council, ward or town meeting. 
W hen the 
citizen, desirous of fair dealing, absents 
himself from them, he must exjiect the 
citizen who is actuated wholly by selfish 
motives to assume the reins. 
The Monitor 
does not thus proceed in its detail, but its 
demand for the “ abolition of the bosses, 
the breaking up of corrupt machinery, the 
elim ination of the saloon influence and 
fair dealing and cajiacitv and honesty," in­ 
dicate what it means. 
The conclusion of 
our churchlv contemporary is sound, that 
if all this is not done, “ if the voters jier- 
mit the present nefarious system of spoils- 
hunting and stealing to go unchecked, it is 
only a question of tim e until the jilunder- 
seckers will constitute a majority in jioliti- 
cal parties, and the whole tenor of the jieo- 
jile’s government become merely a tool for 
personal aggrandizement and jirivate jiecu- 
lation.”

INVITING 
IMMIGRATION. 


The Reno Gazette rem arks iijion the or­ 
ganized methods for inviting immigration 
and capital to California which have teen 
employed by jieojdeof this State, and while 
om itting all mention of the organized 
efforts to check the inflow and investment 
of cajiital and the tide of immigration 
which are apparent to the far-seeing, and 
will lie present to all, it adds th at the 
Californians lose no opportunity to show 
uji their resources and capabilities through 
every legitim ate means. 
“ Is it not a little 
strange that no organized ettiirt has been 
made by the citizens or authorities of Ne­ 
vada to show to the world the vast mineral 
resources and latent agricultural capabil­ 
ities of this State?” it asks. 
W e were not 
cognizant of the fact that no eflbrts have 
been 
made 
in 
Nevada 
to 
induce 
the 
settlem ent 
and 
develojmient 
of 
the 
State, 
and 
it 
is 
surprising that 
there 
are 
none; 
but 
we 
do 
know 
th at so far as California is concerned, the 
State, as a jiolitical and social body, has 
practically done nothing in that way. 
All 
that has been set on foot and acconijilished 
thus far is due to jirivate enterprise. 
The 
other day a State Senator, whose whole 
legislative career has teen in antagonism 
to a chief industry of the State, was frank 
enough to remark that, in his opinion, 
the year’s labors of the im m igration agen­ 
cies of that industry—the chief railway 
corjioration—have added a dollar jier acre 
jier month in value to the available agri­ 
cultural lands of this State. 
H e did not 
overestim ate it. 
Besides these agencies, 
the State Im m igration Aid Society has 
been an inqxirtant factor in the im migra­ 
tion work. 
It is entirely jirobable that if 
the citizens of the State of Nevada will do 
as is about to te done by the jieople of the 
central section of California, and (irejiare 
books, jiajiers and majis, and other printed 
information relative to Nevada and her 
capabilities, the railroad im migration agen­ 
cies will ojien their avenues of distribution 
at the East to them, as they are doing now 
for California. It may dawn Ujxm thejieo- 
ple of Nevada th at the interest of any 
great carrying line must be in common 
with the section it traverses; that it has 


RIDICULE OF THE MILITIA. 


The recent riot.- in Cincinnati and the 
apjieal of the Governor to the citizen sol­ 
diery of the State, and the quick and brave 
response, have drawn attention anew to this 
arm of the country’s service. 
Generally 
the usefulness of the N ational Guardsmen 
in th at emergency has teen sincerely ac­ 
knowledged. 
But there have teen bit­ 
ter anathemas hurled at the m ilitia be­ 
cause rioters were killed, while the fact 
that the soldiery lost officers and men has 
teen jiracticallv ignored. 
T he citizen sol­ 
diery has, to a greater or less extent, teen 
made the butt of ridicule, and this occa­ 
sions the Oakland ViJette to say that such 
ridicule and abuse heaped upon the m ilitia 
by the press is outrageous. 
“ Blamed if 
they do fire, ridiculed if they do not, it is 
a wonder that the members will have any­ 
thing to do witli the departm ent. 
T heir 
service is voluntary, and is attended with 
not only expense of time, hut money. The 
m ilitia is the only semblance of a war 
footing the country can show. 
It should 
te treated w ith resjieet. 
This business of 
laughing down everything is a too conspic­ 
uous trait of American character." 
The 
jirotest of our contemjKirarv is tim ely and 
none too incisive. 
Wisdom should encour­ 
age the National Guardsmen. 
They are 
not hirelings ; they serve because they re- 
Sjiect and honor the uniform of their 
country, 
revere 
her 
institutions 
and 
are attached to her prineijiles. 
So much 
of vanity and self-glorification a- may en­ 
ter into m ilitia coinjiosition is too insignifi­ 
cant to even te* mentioned. 
Certainly 
these men do not devote their leisure and 
their means, sacrifice business and home 
and serve the State on call for any ignoble 
purpose. 
They constitute the kernel of 
whatever m ilitary [irotection we have in 
the State. 
They are drawn from the body 
of the jieople, recruited from the youth of 
the land, are of us and among us. 
Instead 
of teing objects for assault, they should re­ 
ceive cordial encouragement to make the 
m ilitia system of the country one of the 
proudest and test arms of free government. 
The father of our liberties did not tire of 
iterating that ill a well disciplined m ilitia 
resides th e safety of the R epublic; but in 
these days it has been deemed shrewd by 
wits, and not undignified by legislators to 
sneer at holiday soldiers. 
The truth is, 
that “ holiday soldiers” have uniformly 
jiroven in all great emergencies tiie one 
mainstay of law and authority, and have 
jiroved themselves not only good citizens, 
hut our best defenders, brave and discreet, 
the friends of peace and the conservators 
of order. 


C om parison w ith K oatis o f E astern 
> S ta te s. 
[The Railway Age, April 10th ] 
California is a State of vast area, won­ 
derful variety of natural resouret** and 
Sjiiendid ¡Fusibilities, under wise and pru­ 
dent government, and yet there is a great 
danger at jiri>sent that its development will 
te seriously checked and that cajiital and 
enterprise will te frightened away from 
further investments in public improve­ 
ments unless the spirit of communism, 
which selfish demagogues have excited, is 
-peedily brought under control by reason 
and common sense. 
Isolated from the 
older portion of the U nited States by a 
vast stretch of m ountain and desert which 
could only be crossed by m onths of time 
and great toil and exjxxsure, and dojiendent 
almost entirely ujion her mining interests, 
the growth of California was for many 
years slow and her future was very doubt­ 
ful. 
But finally after years of later, at­ 
tended by great risk and uncertainty on 
the part of a few teld and enterprising 
citizens of that State, a transcontinental 
railway was ojiened in 1869, and from that 
tim e the jirogress of California jiroeeeded 
at a greatly increased jiace. 
Nevertheless, 
so enormous is the territory of th at State, 
and so many are the itnjted intents inter­ 
posed liv nature against engineering enter- 
jirl.se, that the railway system of Califor­ 
nia is still extrem ely small in comjiarison 
with th at of otiier Stateseast of the Rocky 
Mountains. 
At the present time, with an 
area of about 156,000 square miles—more 
than two and a half times greater than 
that of Illinois—California has only about 
2,900 miles of railway, against almut 9,9(10 
in Illinois. 
Compared with Massachusetts, 
the area of California is as 156 is to 8, and 
yet, while Massachusetts has one mile of 
railway to about every four square miles, 
California lias only one to every 59 miles. 
The following diagrams will give a better 
idea of the comparative relations of the 
three States named : 
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IDEAL LEGISLATION 


Mr. H erbert Spencer declined to he a 
candidate for a seat in the Commons.

was the fittest of men to have advocated in 
Parliam ent the true purjiose of legislation. 
H is ideal is a loftv one, but attainable. 
T he jieojile’s thought liecomes as jxitter's 
clay in the hands of truth in time. 
Such 
as he are given to aid the peojile in aji- 
proaching ideal legislation, notwithstanding 
that the fruition of his hojie cannot he a t­ 
tained in hi- time.

How now, Massachusetts? 
W hat of your 
old-time doctrine th at anybody and every­ 
body—men of all manners and conditions— 
have the inalienable right to flock into 
this house of refuge? 
How is it th at you 
now clap your hands with apjiroval when 
your officials declare that this country 
should not te made a duiiqimg ground by 
the British Governm ent? 
As we remem­ 
ber, not long ago the jieojile of Massachu­ 
setts were more than hitter in denouncing 
California for her protest 
against the 
lum ping process by China. 
There is no 
Difference between the two cases, in either 
princijile or cflfect. 


T h e Shasta Courier says it is due to the recent 
unwi.se legislative assaults tlml northern Cali­ 
fornia is to lie deprived of the im m ediate bene­ 
fits of railw ay transportation, and th a t " ju s ta s 
th e people of northern California and southern 
California were felicitating them selves on the 
early com pletion o f a railroad that would unite 
tw o great and sym pathetic State- iu future bonds 
of interest and brotherhood, and perm it the 
great v a l l e y s of the Sacram ento and W illam ­ 
ette to shake hands, the order comes to stop 
w ork.”

T he Petalum a .\r<ivs has this to say after a 
lengthy consideration of the subject: “ The 
broad assum ption of the W allace resolutions 
that the Central Pacific and Southern Pacific 
Railroads belong to the State, and th a t their 
m anagers are sim ply adm inistering a public 
trust, would not have provoked public criticism 
or com m ent had they em anated from the brain of 
an avowed Com m unist.” 


T he Chicago Current indorses the course of Mr. 
Sargent, and adds th a t it is not his fault th at his 
diplom atic career has lioen com paratively brief. 
“T he Governm ent of W illiam and Bismarck does 
not deserve to te honored by the presence of ati 
A m erican M inister until better m anners are in­ 
troduced at Berlin.” 


T h e San Francisco Report still insists, and 
with a forcibleness that has not yet met 
with anything approaching a response, that an 
investigation into the causes which led to the 
issuance of the call for an extra session of the 
legislature should be made. 


It will thus iie seen th at California ha- 
urgent need of vastly-increased railway 
facilities, and it would seeni that her jieo- 
jile would offer the most literal encourage­ 
ment to any men who were willing to open 
up iier vast and unpeojiled regions, and to 
sujtersede the ox-cart and the stage-wagon 
with facilities for tranxjiortution so vastly 
-ujierior in resjieet to cost, speed and com­ 
fort, a- to he alisolutely beyond comjiarison 
with the prim itive methods which jire- 
ceded them. 
The jieople of California, as 
a class, are wide awake, intelligent and 
literal, and they are eager for railway de­ 
velopment and appreciative of the great 
benefit which railways have teen and can 
te to the State. 
But, unfortunately, a few 
unscrupulous demagogues in that State, as 
in many others, have succeeded in imbuing 
many of the people w ith false and danger 
ous ideas in regard to the relations of the 
existing railways to the public. 
These 
demagogues have seized ujion the fact that, 
in a State where fortunes have been made 
with such rajiiditv in m ining and other 
enterjirises, some of the men who have 
taken the risk of building railways have 
also acquired wealth, and from this they 
have led the jieople to the prejiosterous as­ 
sumption that therefore the railways are 
charging extortionate rates. 
Forgetting, 
or endeavoring to forget, the enormous re­ 
duction in the cost of transjiortation, the 
vast increase of jiopulation which the rail­ 
ways have brought to the State, and the 
develojimeut of diversified industries to 
take the ¡ilace of decaying mining inter- 
e-ts, which the railways have brought 
about, and most assuredly ignoring the 
vast difference between railways in the 
thickly-settled States and those which have 
teen built over the long stretches of desert 
and mountain in California, these dema­ 
gogues have endeavored to excite prejudice 
against the roads of their own State by 
comjiarison of rates with those in the 
East, instead of comparing the jiresent 
rate which they enjoy with those which 
jirevailed before the railroads were built. 
Yet even these comparisons do not show 
unfavorably to the California railways, as 
the following interesting table will jirove:

Thus it will te seen that, with a cajiital 
investm ent of 8.62 per cent, jier mile 
greater than that of all the Massachusetts 
railways, the Central Pacific system earned 
not much inore than half as much jier 
mile, and that its dividends averaged only 
2.66 jier cent., against 5.04 jier cent, jiaid 
in Massachusetts. 
W hen the enormous 
difference in density of jiopulation, wealth 
and manufacturing and social develojmient 
between Massachusetts and California is 
considered, it should excite surprise that 
the railways can give so low rates of trans­ 
jiortation as the jieojile of California now 
enjoy. 
The Central Pacific Railway Com­ 
pany has done more for the State of Cali­ 
fornia by far than any other interest, and 
the jieojile could well affiij-d to pay, if 
necessary, a large annual tax for the supjiort 
of the road. 
Instead of this, the road has 
contributed millions to the State. 
It dis­ 
burses millions every year in the emjiloy- 
ment of thousands of citizens; it has ex- 
jiended large sums in building and equip­ 
ping its roads in a first-class manner, in 
constructing great docks and large station- 
houses; in building up suburban stations, 
and in inviting im migration and tourist 
travel from all parts of the world, and yet 
it has gone on each year, voluntarily re­ 
ducing its rates of transjm rtation and in­ 
creasing the facilities offered. 
The State, 
and every locality in the State reached by 
the railways, has prospered as the result of 
possessing railway facilities; the money 
which the railways have earned has been 
immediately poured out into a thousand 
channels of industry, giving back to the 
peojile of California not only w hat they 
have paid to the roads for transportation, 
but the millions obtained from other States 
and Territories, and yet we find dema­ 
gogues teaching the jieojile th at they are 
“ crushed by monopoly,” and ruined by 
the very power that has built them tip. A 
perusal of the last rejmrt of the California 
Railroad Commissioners and of other doc­ 
uments, in addition to a jiersonal iiLsjiec- 
tion of affiiirs in that State, has develojied

then took a recess for half an hour, «luring 
which tim e the absent attorneys appeared, 
and, as the attachment had not been served 
upon them, it was. when the Court re­ 
convened, withdrawn.

ney then gathered tip som e o f his papers 
uid left,.but returned not long afterwards, 
an«i the ease went on sm oothly. 
As there 
were several witnesses in waiting at 4 p. m 
to be exam ined in rebuttal, it is probable 
that a good portion o f to-day’s session will 
be occupied in taking testim ony, and the 
argument m ay not com m ence before Mon- 
lay morning.

It was pure sedim ent, which 
had settled in a basin to the depth o f three 
or four f«>et. and sub-irrigated by the waters 
if Ston v creek. 
W hen all the eireunistan- 
are taken into consideration, the alm ost 
wonderful growth of an inch a day from 
the tim e it was sown is not such a wonder 
after all. This proves the wonderful capaci­ 
ties of our best land under favorable eir- 
umstanccs. 
Had we not a clim ate unex- 
elled in the world such results could not 
be produced. 
But, with such a clim ate and 
rood land, all we have to do is to tickle the 
land with the plow and harrow and it 
sm iles into an abundant harvest.”

LATEST LITERARY EVENT. 


THE lo m ; lost teachings 
of 
THE TWELVE APOSTLES. 


F u ll T ext o f th e M a n u s c r ip t R e c e n tly 
D isc o v e r e d in 
L ib ra ry a t 
C o n sta n tin o p le. 


The recently discovered im teachings of 
the Twelve Apostles ” has just been pub­ 
lish ed hv Chas. Scribner’s Sons, New \o rk , 
and the translation, which will be perused 
with eager interest by our readers, is given 
below in full. The little volume in which 
it is published was edited by Roswell D. 
Hitchcock and Francis Brown, Professors 
in Union Theological Seminary, New 
ork, 
and is arranged with tlie original Greek 
text on opposite pages to the translation, 
and with copious notes, thus being pre­ 
sented in the most convenient form for 
critical study or investigation. The follow­ 
ing introduction, by Professors Hitchcock 
and Brown, gives the data concerning the 
discovery of the manuscript: 
In 1875 Philotheos Bryennios, then Metropoli­ 
tan of Serrae (now Series), in ancient Mesopo­ 
tamia, published the two Epistles of Clement of 
Koine, from a manuscript discovered by him in 
the lilirarv of the Most Holy Sepulchre in Fariar 
o f Constantinople. The last six chapters (60-65) 
of the First Epistle, and tile hist eight sections 
(Id-20) of the so-called Second Epistle, had never 
been published before. The date of the manu­ 
script is 1056 A. D, As described by the writer, 
“ it is an octavo volume, written on parchment, 
in cursive characters, und consists of 120 leaves.” 
First comes Chrysostom’s .Synopsis of the Books 
of the Old and New Testam ent; then tile Epistle 
of Barnabas tlicn the two Epistles of Clem ent; 
then the Teaching of the Twelve Apostles; then 
the Epistle of Mary of ('assobclue to Ignatius; 
followed hv eight Epistles of Ignatius (the cur­ 
rent seven! besides one to the Virgin Mary). 
The “ Teaching of the Twelve Apostles" occu­ 
pies leaves 76—80 of the manuscript. It now 
seems strange to us that the document tlius an­ 
nounced attracted so little attention. This same 
Bryennios, now Metropolitan of Nicomedia, in 
Asia Minor, has again surprised tile literary 
world hv publishing, with an abundance of 
learned'illustration, this long-lost document, it 
is printed in Constantinople, and the date of 
publication is 1883. The genuineness of the do­ 
cument can hardly be doubted, li is cited by 
Element of Alexandria in his First Strom a; by 
Eusebius, and by Athanasius in his 39th Festal 
Epistle. Bickell* and Gebluirdt had recently 
argued that there must have been some such do- 
cumeut underlying both the Seventh Book of 
Apostolic Constitutions and the Apostolic Epi­ 
tome. In 1882 Krawuuky undertook, from these 
sources, to n s over and reconstruí t the embedded 
earlier and simpler docum ent: and with a suc­ 
cess of the most pronounced and brilliant cha­ 
racter, as now tested by the work just published. 
This document belongs undoubtedly to the 
second eenturv:possibly as far back as 120 A. I)., 
hardlv later than 160 A. 1). Tite whole tone of it 
is archaic 
It contradicts nothing belonging to 
that age: corroborates some things w hich may 
henceforth be more strongly emphasised; and 
adits some tilings for which we may well be very 
profoundly grateful. 
The present editors are happy to be able to 
put this " Teaching of the Twelve Apostles" so 
promptly before the American public. The text 
has been carefully edited. The translation w ill 
be found to be studiously literal. A few notes 
have been added, which, it is hoped, may be of 
service both to students and to general readers. 


TEACHING OF THE TWELVE A ¡’OSTI.ES. 
Chap. I.—Two ways there are, one of 
life and one of death, but there is a great 
difference between the two ways. The way 
of life, then, is this: 
First, thou shalt 
love the God who made thee; secondly, 
thy neighbor as thyself; and all things 
whatsoever thou wouldst not have befall 
th ee, thou, too, do not to another. 
Now 
of these words the teaching is this ; 
Bless 
them that curse you, and pray for your en­ 
emies, and fast for them that persecute 
vou : for what thank hare ye if -ye love 
them that love you ? 
I>o not the nations 
also the same ? 
But love ye them that 
hate you and ye shall have no enemy. Ab­ 
stain from the fleshly and worldly lusts, 
if anv one give thee a blow on the right 
cheek, turn to him the other also, and 
thou shalt lie perfect; if any one eomjiel 
thee to go one mile, go with him two; if 
any one take thy cloak,give him thy tunic 
also ; if any cine take from thee what is 
thine, ask it not hack ; for indeed thou 
canst not. To every one that asketh thee 
give, and ask not back; for to all the 
Father desires to give of his own gracious 
gifts. 
Blessed is he that giveth according 
to the commandment ; for he is guiltless; 
woe to him that takcth ; for if, indeed, one 
taketh who hath need, he shall be guilt­ 
less; but he who hath no need shall give 
account why lie took, and for what pur­ 
pose, and coming under arrest shall lie ex­ 
amined concerning what lie did, and shall 
not go out thence until lie pay the last 
farthing. 
But it hath been also said con­ 
cerning this mailer: I/ t thine alms sweat 
in thy hands, until thou knowest to whom 
thou shouldst give. 
Chap. II.—Now the second command­ 
ment of the teaching is : Thou shalt not 
kill, thou shalt not commit adultery, thou 
shalt not corrupt hoys, thou .'halt not com­ 
mit fornication, thou shalt not steal, thou 
shalt not practice magic, them shalt not use 
sorcery, thou shalt not slay a child by abor­ 
tion, nor what is begotten shalt thou de­ 
stroy. Thou shalt not lust after the things 
of thy neighbor, thou shalt not forswear 
tbvself, thou shalt nut bear false witness, 
thou shalt not revile, thou shalt not bear 
malice. Thou shalt not be double-minded 
nor double-tongued ; for a snare of death is 
the double tongue. Thy speech shall not 
hi- false, nor empty, hut tilled with doing. 
Thou shalt not lie covetous, nor rapacious, 
B<>r a hypocrite, nor malicious, nor arro­ 
gant. Thou shalt not take evil counsel 
against thy neighbor. 
Thou shalt hate no 
mail, but some thou shalt reprove, and for 
some thou shalt pray, and some thou shalt 
love above thy life. 
Chap, III.—My child, flee from every 
evil thing, and from everything like it. 
Be not inclined to anger, for anger leadeth 
to m urder: nor jealous, nor contentious, 
nor passionate; for of all these murders arc- 
begotten. 
My child, become not lustful; 
for lust leadeth to fornication; nor foul­ 
mouthed, nor lofty-eyed; for ot all these 
things adulteries arc- begotten. 
My child, 
become not an omen-watcher, since it 
leadeth into idolatry ; nor an enchanter, 
nor an astrologer, nor a purifier, nor la- 
willing to look u|mn the~o things, fur of all 
these- things idolatry is begotten. 
My 
child, become not a liar, since lying leads 
to theft ; nor avaricious, nor vain-glorious, 
for of all these things thefts arc begotten. 
My child, become not a murmurer, since it 
leads to blasphemy; nor presumptuous, 
unr evil-minded, for of all these things 
blasphemies are begotten. 
But la- meek, 
siuce tlu- meek shall inherit the earth. 
Become 
long-suflering and pitiful and 
guileless and gentle and good, and tremble 
continually at the words which -thou hast 
heard. Thou shalt not exalt thyself, nor 
permit ovcrboldness to thy soul. Thy soul 
shall not cleave to the high, hut with the 
righteous and lowly thou shalt dwell. The 
things that liefall thee accept as well- 
wrought. knowing 
that 
without 
God 
nothing occurs. 
("hap. IV.—My child, him that speaks 
to thee the word of timl remember night 
and dav, and thou shalt honor him as the 
I sir-1 ; for where that which pertaineth to 
the Ixird is sjsiken there the Lord is. And 
thou shalt seek out daily the faces of the 
saints that thou mayst lie refreshed by their 
words. Thou shalt not desire division, hut 
«halt make peace Is-tween those who con­ 
tend ; thou shalt judge justly, thou shalt 
not respect persons in convicting for trans­ 
gressions. Thou shalt not hesitate whether 
it shall be or not. 
Become not one who for 
taking stretches out the hands, but for giv­ 
ing draws them in ; if thou hast anythiny, 
by thy hands thou shalt give a ransom for 
thy sins. 
Thou shalt not hesitate to give, 
nor when giving shalt thou murmur, for 
t'iou shalt know who is the good dispenser 
of the recompense. Thou snalt not turn 
away the needy, but shalt share all things 
with thy brother, and shalt not say they 
.are thine own; for if ye are partners in 
that which is imperishable how much more 
in the perishable tilings? Thou shalt not 
take off thy hand from thy son and from 
-fh v daughter, but from youth th*u shalt 
teach them the fear of God. Thou shalt 


not lay commands in thy bitterness upon 
thy slave or handmaid, who hope in the 
same God, lest they perchanee shalt not 
feax the God who is over you both ; for he 
oometh not to call men according to the ap­ 
pearance, but to those whom the Spirit hath 
made ready. And ye, slaves, ye shall be 
subject to your lords, as to God’s image, in 
modesty and fear. Thou shalt hate every 
hypocrisy, and whatever is not pleasing to 
the Lord. Thou shalt by no means forsake 
the Gird's commandments, but shalt guard 
what thou hast received, neither adding to 
it nor taking from it. 
In the church 
thou shalt cot fess thy transgressions, and 
shalt not come forward for thy prayer with 
an evil conscience. 
This is the way of 
life. 
. 
C h a p . V.—Now tiie wav of death is 
this: First of all it is evil, and full of 
curse; murders, adulteries, lusts, fornica­ 
tions, thefts, idolatries, magic arts, sorce­ 
ries, robberies, false testimonies, hypocri­ 
sies, duplicity, craft, arrogance, vice, pre­ 
sumptuousness, greed, foul speech, jealousy, 
over-boldness, loftiness, pretense; perse­ 
cutors of the good, hating truth, loving 
falsehood, knowing not the reward of 
righteousness, not cleaving to that which 
is eood nor to righteous judgment, on the 
watch not for good but for evil ; far from 
whom are meekness and .hum ility, loving 
vanities, pursuing revenge, not pitying a 
poor man, not laboring for the distressed, 
not knowing Him that made them, mur­ 
derers of children, destroyers of the image 
of God, turning away the needy, oppress­ 
ing the afflicted, advocates of the rich, 
lawless judges of the poor, universal sin­ 
ners. 
May ye be delivered, children, from 
all these. 
C h a p . VI.—See that no one lead thee 
astray from this wav of the teaching, be­ 
cause apart from God does lie teach thee. 
For if thou art able to hear the whole 
yoke of the Ixird, thou shalt be perfect; ! 
but if thou art not able, what thou art 
able, that do. 
And concerning food, what 
thou art able, bear ; but of that ofli-red to : 
idols, beware exceedingly ; for it. is a wor- ’ 
ship of dead gods. 
C h a p . V II.—Now, concerning baptism, I 
thus baptize thee: having first uttered all I 
these tilings, baptiae into the name of the ! 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy j 
Spirit, in running water. 
But if thou hast j 
not running water, baptize in other water; ¡ 
and if thou canst not in cold, than in warm, j 
But if thou hast neither, pour water upon 
the head thrice, into the name of Father . 
and Son and Holy Spirit. 
But before the 
baptism let the baptizer and baptized fast, ' 
and whatever others can ; but the baptized j 
thou shalt command to fast for two or 
three days before. 
C h a p . V III.—But let not your fastings 
be appointed in common with the hypo­ 
crites ; fur they fast on the second day and 
on the fifth ; but do ye fast on the fourth, 
and the preparation day. 
Nor pray ye 
like the hypocrites, hut as the Ixird com­ 
manded in his gospel, thus pray: Our 
Father who art in heaven, Hallowed tie 
thy name, tliv kingdom come, thy will In­ 
dent.-, as in heaven, so on earth ; our daily 
bread give us to-dav, and forgive us our 
debts as we also forgive our debtors, and 
bring us not into temptation, but deliver 
us from the evil cme ; for thine is the power 
and the glory forever. Three times in the 
day pray ye thus. 
. 
C h a p.J X .—Now concerning the Eucha­ 
rist, thus give thanks ; first, concerning the 
cup: We thank thee, our Father, for the 
holy vine of David thy servant,which thou 
hast made known to us through .Jesus thy 
servant; to thee be the glory forever. And 
concerning the broken bread : We thank 
thee, our Father, for the life and the 
knowledge which thou hast made known 
to us through Jesus thy servant; to thee 
lie the glory forever. 
Just as this broken 
bread was scattered over the hills and hav­ 
ing been gathered together became one, so 
let thv church be gathered together from 
the ends of the earth into thy kingdom; 
for thine is the glory and the power through 
Jesus Christ forever. But let no one eat 
or drink of your Eiic-harist, except those 
baptized into the Lord's name; for in re­ 
gard to this the Lord hath said : Give not 
that which is holy to the dogs. 
Chap. X.—Now after ye are filled thus 
do ve give thanks : 
We thank thee, holy 
Father, fur thy holy name, which thou 
hast caused to dwell in our hearts, and for 
the knowledge and faith and immortality 
which thou hast made known to us through 
.Jesus thy servant; to thee he the glory 
forever. 
Thou, Almighty Master, didst 
create all things for thy name’s sake ; lioth 
food and drink thou didst give to men for 
enjoyment, in order that they might give 
thanks to thee ; hut to us thou hast gra­ 
ciously given spiritual food and drink and 
eternal life through thy servant. 
Before 
all things, we thank thee that thou art 
powerful; to thee be the glory forever. 
Remember, Gird, thy church, to deliver it 
from every evil and to make it perfect in 
thv love, and gather it from the four 
winds, it, the sanctified, into thy kingdom, 
which thou hast prepared for i t ; for thine 
is the power and the glory forever.

But 
permit the prophets to give thanks as 
much as they will. 
C h a p . X I.— Now whoever oometh and 
teacheth you all 
these 
things, before 
spoken, receive h im ; tint if the teacher 
himself turn aside and teai-h another 
teaching, so as to overthrow this, do not 
hear him ; but if he teach so as to promote 
righteousness and knowledge of the Gird, 
receive him as the Gird. 
But in regard 
to the ajxrstles and prophets, according to 
the ordinance of the gospel, sodo ye. And 
every apostle who coraeth to you, let him 
hi- received a- the G ird; Gut he shail not 
remain more than one day; if, however, 
there lie need, then the next day ; hut if he 
remain' three days, he is a false prophet. 
But when the apostle departeth, let him 
take nothing except broad enough till he 
lodge again : but if he ask money, he i- a 
false prophet. 
And every prophet who 
speaketh in the spirit, ye shall not try nor 
judge; for every sin shall be forgiven, hut 
the sin shall not be forgiven. 
But not 
every one that speaketh in the spirit is a 
prophet, hut only if he have the ways of 
the Gird. So from their ways shall the 
false prophet and the prophet lie known. 
And no prophet who orders a meal, in the 
spirit, eateth of it, unless indeed he is a 
false prophet; and every prophet who 
teacheth the truth, if he do not that which 
he teacheth lie is a false prophet. 
But 
every prophet, proved, true, acting with a 
view to the mystery of the church on 
earth, but not teaching others to do all 
that he himself doeth, shall not lie judged 
among you; for with God he hath his 
judgment; for so did the ancient prophets 
also. 
But whoever, in the spirit, says: 
tiivc me money, or something cl'-, ye 
shall not hear him: but if for others in 
' he bids you give, let no one judge 


the prophets; and of money and clothing 
and every pot^etnion take the first, as seems 
right to thee, and give according to the 
commandment. 
C h a p . XIV’.—But on the Lord’s day do 
ve assemble and break bread, and give 
thanks, after confessing your transgres­ 
sions, in order that your sacrifice may lie 
pure. 
But every one that hath contro­ 
versy with his frieud, let him not come 
together with yon, until they be recon­ 
ciled, that your sacrifice may not be pro­ 
faned. 
For this is that which was spoken 
by the Lord: At every place and time, 
bring me a pnre sacrifice ; for a great king 
am I, saith the laird, and m y name is mar­ 
velous among the nations.

But your 
prayers and your alms and all your deeds 
so do ye, as ye have it in the gosjiel of our 
Lord. 
C h a p . XVI.—W atch for your life’s sake; 
let your lamps not go out. and your loins 
not be relaxed, but Ik- ready ; for ve know 
not the hour in which our Ixird oometh. 
But ye shall come together often, and seek 
the things which befit your souls; for the 
whole time of your faith thus fa r will not 
profit you, if ye do not become perfect in 
the last time. 
For in the last days the 
false prophets and the corruptor» shall be 
multiplied, and the sheep shall be turned 
into wolves, and love shall be turned into 
hate; for when lawlessness increaseth they 
shall hate one another, and shall persecute 
and deliver up, and then shall appear the 
world-deceiver as theSonof God, and shall 
do signs and wonders, and the earth shall 
ho given into his hands, and he shall com­ 
mit iniquities which have never vet been 
done since the lieginning. Then all cre­ 
ated men shall come into the fire ot trial, 
and many shall he made to stumble and 
shall perish.

LITERARY EVENT. 


THE LONG LOST TEACHINGS OF 
THE TWELVE APOSTLES. 


K n ll T o n o f t h e M a u u s o r i p t Iv o o o n tlj- 


D isc o v e i* e il in a L i b r a r y at. 
C o n s t a n t i n o p l e . 


The recently discovered “ teachings of 
the Twelve Apostles” has just been pub­ 
lished by Chas. Scribner's Sons, New York, 
and the translation, which w ill be perused 
with eager interest by our readers, is given 
below in full. 
The little volume in which 
it is published was edited bv Koswell I). 
Hitchcock and Francis Brown, Professors 
in Union Theological Seminary, New 'l ork, 
and is arranged with the original Greek 
text on opposite pages to the translation, 
and with copious notes, thus being pre­ 
sented in the most convenient form for 
critical study or investigation. The follow­ 
ing introduction, by Professors Hitchcock 
and Brown, gives the data concerning the 
discovery of the manuscript: 
Iu 1875 Philotheos Bryennios, thou Metropoli­ 
tan of Scrim inoiv Serres), ill ancient Mesopo­ 
tam ia, published the two Epistles of Clement of 
Rome, from a m anuscript discovered by him in 
the library of the Most Holy Sepulchre iu F anar 
o f Constantinople. The last six chapters (60-05) 
o f the First Epistle, and the last eight sections 
(13-20) of the so-called Second Epistle, had never 
fceii published before. The date of the m anu­ 
script is 1056 A. Ii. As described by the w riter, 
“ It is an octavo volume, w ritten on parchm ent, 
in cursive characters, and consists of 120 leaves.” 
First comes Chrysostom’s Synopsis of the books 
o f the Old and New T estam ent; then the Epistle 
o f Barnabas : then the two Epistles of C lem ent: 
then the Teaching of the Twelve A postles; then 
th e Epistle of Mary of Cassnbelue to Ignatius; 
followed by eight Epistles of Ignatius (the cur­ 
rent seven. lK'fidee one to the Virgin Mary). 
T he “ Teaching of the Twelve Apostles ’ occu­ 
pies leaves 7a—Ml of the m anuscript. 
It now 
seem s strange to us th at the docum ent thus an ­ 
nounced attracted so little attention. This same 
Bryennios, now M etropolitan of Nieomedia, in 
Asia Minor, has again surprised th e literary 
world bv publishing, w ith ail abundance of 
learned illustration, this long-lost docum ent. It 
is printed in Constantinople, and the date of 
publication is ISS3. The genuineness of the do­ 
cum ent can hardly be doubted. 
It is cited by 
Clement o f A lexandria in his First stro m a : by 
Eusebius, arid by A thanasius in his (i'Jth Festal 
Epistle. 
Biekell" and G ebhardt had recently 
argued that there m ust have been some such do­ 
cum ent underlying l>oth the Seventh Book of 
Apostolic Constitutions and the Apostolic Epi­ 
tom e. 
Iu 1882 Kruwutzky undertook, from these 
sources, torts over and reconstruct the em bedded 
earlier und sim pler docum ent : and with a suc­ 
cess of the most pronounced and brilliant cha­ 
racter, as now tested by th e work just published. 
This docum ent belongs undoubtedly to the 
second centurv; possibly as far back as 120 A. I)., 
hardly later th an 100 A. I). The w hole tone of it 
is archaic 
It contradicts nothing belonging to 
th at age: corroborates some things which m ay 
henceforth be more strongly em phasized; and 
adds some tilings for w hich we m ay well be very 
profoundly grateful. 
The present editors are happy to be able to 
put this “ T eachingof the Twelve Ajjostles” so 
promptly before th e A m erican public. The text 
nus been carefully edited. T he translation will 
be found to Is' studiously literal. 
A few notes 
have been added, w hich, it is hoped, m ay be of 
service both to students and to general readers. 


TEACHING OF THE TWELVE APOSTLES. 


C h a p . I.— Two ways there are, one of 
life and one of death, but there is a great 
difference between the two ways. The way 
of life, then, is this: 
First, thou shalt 
love the G < « 1 who made thee; secondly, 
thy neighbor as thyself; and all things 
whatsoever thou wouldst not have befall 
thee, thou, too, do not to another. 
Now 
of these words the teaching is this : 
Bless 
them that curse you, and pray for your en­ 
emies, and fast for them that persecute 
you : for what thank have ye if ye love 
them that love you ? 
Do not the nations 
also the same ? 
But love ye them that 
hate yon and ye shall have no enemy. Ab­ 
stain front the fleshly and worldly lusts. 
I f any one give thee a blow on the right 
cheek, turn to him the other also, and 
thou shalt lie perfect; if any one compel 
thee to go one mile, go with him two; if 
any one take thy cloak, give him thy tunic 
also ; if any one take from thee what is 
thine, ask it not hack ; for indeed thou 
const not. 
To every one that asketh thee 
give, and ask not hack; for to all the 
Father desires to give of his own gracious 
gifts. 
Blessed is he that giveth according 
to the commandment ; for he is guiltless ; 
woe to him that taketli; for if, indeed, one 
taketh who hath need, he shall be guilt­ 
less ; but he who hath no need shall give 
account why he took, and for what pur­ 
pose, and coming under arrest shall be ex­ 
amined concerning wliat he did, and shall 
not go out thence until he pay the last 
farthing. 
But it hath been also said con­ 
cerning this m atter: 
le t thine alms sweat 
in thv hands, until thou knowest to whom 
thou shouldst give. 
C h a p . 11.— Now the second command­ 
ment of the teaching is: Thou -halt not 
kill, thou shalt not commit adultery, thou 
shalt not corrupt boys, thou shalt not com­ 
mit fornication, thou shalt not steal, thou 
shalt not practice magic, thou shalt not use 
sorcery, thou shalt not slay a child by abor­ 
tion, nor what is begotten shalt thou de­ 
stroy. 
Thou shalt not lust after the things 
of thy neighbor, thou shalt not forswear 
thyself, thou shalt not bear false witness, 
thou shalt not revile, thou shalt not hear 
malice. 
Thou shalt not lie double-minded 
nor double-tongued ; for a Miare of death is 
the double tongue. 
Thy speech shall not 
be false, nor empty, hut filled with doing. 
Thou shalt not (>e covetous, nor rapacious, 
nor a hypocrite, nor malicious, nor arro­ 
gant. 
Thou shalt not take evil counsel 
against thy neighbor. 
Thou shalt hate no 
man, hut some thou shalt reprove, and for 
some thou shalt pray, and some thou shalt 
love above thy life. 
C h a p . H I .— M y c h ild , flee from even- 
e v il th in g , an d from 
e v e ry th in g 
lik e it. 
B e n o t in clin ed to an g er, for a n g e r le ad eth 
to m u r d e r ; n o r jealo u s, 
n o r co n ten tio u s, 
n o r p a s sio n a te ; for o f all th ese m u rd ers are 
b eg o tten . 
M y c h ild , becom e n o t 
lu .-tfu l; 
for la s t le a d e th to fo rn ic a tio n ; n o r fo u l­ 
m o u th ed , n o r lofty-eyed ; for o f all th ese 
th in g s a d u lte rie s a re b eg o tten .

long-suflering and pitiful and 
guileless and gentle and good, and tremble 
continually at the words which <thou hast 
heard. 
Thou shalt not exalt thyself, nor 
permit overboldness to thy soul. 
Thy soul 
shall not cleave to the high, hut with the 
righteous and lowly thou shalt dwell. The 
things that befall 
thee accept as well- 
wrought, knowing 
that 
without 
God 
nothing occurs. 
C h a p . IV .— M y child, him that speaks 
to thee the word of God remember night 
and dav, and thou shalt honor him as the 
laird ; for where that which pertaineth to 
the Ixird is spoken there the Ixird is. And 
tliou shalt seek out daily the fact's of the 
saints that thou mayst be refreshed by their 
words. 
Thou shalt not desire division, hut 
shalt make peace between those who con­ 
tend ; thou shalt judge justly, thou shalt 
not respect persons in convicting for trans­ 
gressions. Thou shalt not hesitate whether 
it shall be or not. 
Become not one trhofor 
taking stretches out the hands, but for giv­ 
ing draws them in ; if thou hast anything, 
bv thv hand- thou shalt give a ransom for 
thv sins 
Thou Alialt not hesitate to give, 
nor when giving shalt thou murmur, for 
thou shalt know who is the good dispenser 
of the recompense. 
Thou shalt not turn 
awav the needy, but shalt share all things 
with thy brother, and shalt not say they 
ir e thine own; for if ye are partners in 
that which is imperishable how much more 
in the perishable things? 
Thou shalt not 
rake off thy hand from thy son and from 
th v daughter, hut from youth th»u shalt 
teach them the fear of God. 
Thou shalt 


not lay commands in thy bitterness upon 
thy slave or handmaid, who hope in the 
same God, lest they perchance shalt not 
tear the God who is over you both ; for he 
eometh not to call men according to the ap­ 
pearance, but to those whom the Spirit bath 
made ready. 
And ye, slaves, y e shall be 
subject to your lords, as to God’s image, in 
modesty and fear. 
Thou shalt hate every 
hypocrisy, and whatever is not pleasing to 
the Lord. Thon shnit by no means forsake 
the Ixird’s commandments, hut shalt guard 
what thou hast received, neither adding to 
it nor taking from it. 
In the church 
thou 'halt confess thy transgressions, and 
shalt not come forward for thy prayer with 
an evil conscience. 
This is the wav of 
life. 
C h a p . V.— Now the wav of death is 
this: First of ali it is evil, and full of 
curse; murders, adulteries, lusts, fornica­ 
tions, thefts, idolatries, magic arts, sorce­ 
ries robberies, false testimonies, hypocri­ 
sies, duplicity, craft, arrogance, vice, pre­ 
sumptuousness, greed, foul speech, jealousy, 
over-boldness, loftiness, pretense; perse­ 
cutors of the good, hating truth, loving 
falsehood, knowing not the 
reward of 
righteousness, not cleaving to that which 
is good nor to righteous judgment, on the 
watch not for good hut for evil ; far from 
whom are meekness and.hum ility, loving 
vanities, pursuing revenge, not pitying a 
poor man, not laboring for the distressed, 
not knowing Him that made them, mur­ 
derers of children, destroyers of the image 
of God, turning awav the needy, oppress­ 
ing the afflicted, advocates of the rich, 
lawless judges of the poor, universal sin­ 
ners. 
M ay ye be delivered, children, from 
all these. 
C h a p. V I.— See that no one lead thee 
astray from this way of the teaching, be­ 
cause apart from God docs lie teach thee. 
For if thou art able to bear the whole 
yoke of the Lord, thou shalt be perfect; 
but if thou art not able, what thou art 
able, that do. 
And concerning food, what 
thou art able, boit% ; but of that ofiéred to 
idols, beware exceedingly ; for it is a wor­ 
ship of dead gods. 
C h a p . V II.— Now, concerning baptism, 
thus baptize thee: having first uttered all 
these tilings, baptize into the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Sj>irit, in running water. 
But if thou hast 
not running water, baptize in other water; 
and if thon eanst not in cold, then in warm. 
But if thou hast neither, jxiur water ii|>on 
the head thrice, into the name of Father 
and Son and Holy Spirit. 
But before the 
baptism let the haptizer and baptized fast, 
and whatever others can; but the baptized 
thou shalt command to fast for two or 
three days before. 
C h a p . V III. — But let not your fastings 
be appointed in common with the hypo­ 
crites ; for they fast on the second day and 
on the fifth ; hut do ye fast on the fourth, 
and the preparation day. 
Nor pray ye 
like the hypocrites, but as the Lord com­ 
manded in his gospel, thus pray: 
Our 
Father who art in heaven, Hallowed lie 
thv name, thy kingdom come, thy will be 
done, as in heaven, so on earth ; our daily 
bread give us to-day, and forgive us our 
debts as we also forgive our debtors, and 
bring us not into temptation, but deliver 
us from the evil one ; for thine is the power 
and the glory forever. 
Three times in the 
day pray ye thus. 
. 
C h a p . IX .-—Now concerning the Eucha­ 
rist, thus give thanks; first, concerning the 
cu p : We thank thee, our Father, for the 
holy vine of Dayid thy servant,which thou 
hast made known to us through Jesus thy 
servant; to thee he the glory forever. Ami 
concerning the broken bread : 
We thank 
thee, our Father, for the life and 
the 
knowledge which thou hast made known 
to us through Jesus thy servant; to thee 
he the glory forever. 
Just as this broken 
bread was scattered over the hills and hav­ 
ing been gathered together became one, so 
let thy church be gathered together from 
the ends of the earth into thy kingdom; 
for thine is the glory and the power through 
.Jesus Christ forever. 
But let no one eat 
or drink of your Eucharist, except those 
baptized into the Lord’s name ; for in re­ 
gard to this the Lord hath said : (five not 
that which is holy to the dogs. 
C h a p . X .— Now after ye are filled thus 
do ye give thanks: 
We thank thee, holy 
Father, for thy holv name, which thou 
bast caused to dwell in our hearts, and for 
the knowledge and faith and immortality 
which thou hast made known to us through 
.Jesus thy servant; to thee be the glory 
forever. 
Thou, Almighty Master, didst 
create all things for thv name’s sake ; Ixith 
food and drink thou didst give'to men for 
enjoyment, in order that they might give 
thanks to thee ; hut to us thou hast gra­ 
ciously given spiritual food and drink and 
eternal life through thy servant. 
Before 
all things, we thank thee that thou art 
powerful; to thee lie the glory forever. 
Remember, Ixird. thy church, to deliver it 
from every evil and to make it perfect in 
thv love, and gather it from the four 
winds, it. the sanctified, into thy kingdom, 
which thou ha-t prepared for i t ; for thine 
is the ¡Kiwer and the glory forever. 
Let 
grace come and let this world pass away. 
Hosanna to the son of D avid! 
Whoever 
is holy, let him come; whoever is not, let 
him repent. 
Maranatba. 
Amen. 
But 
permit the prophets to give thanks as 
much as they will. 
C h a p . X L — Now whoever eometh and 
teacheth you all 
these 
things, before 
spoken, receive h im ; hilt if the teacher 
himself turn aside and 
teach another 
teaching, so as to overthrow this, do not 
hear him ; hut if he teach so as to promote 
righteousness and knowledge of the Lord, 
receive him as the Ix»rd. 
But in regard 
to the ajxistles and prophets, aosirding to 
the ordinance of the gospel, sodo ye. And 
everv apostle who eometh to you, let him 
be received a- the Lord; hut he shall not 
remain more than one day; if, however, 
there be need, then the next day ; but if he 
remains three days he is a false prophet. 
But when the apostle departeth, let him 
take nothing except bread enough till he 
hxlge again; hut if he ask money, he is a 
false prophet. 
And every prophet who 
speaketh in the spirit, ye shall not try nor 
judge; for every >in shall lie forgiven, lait 
the sin shall not be forgiven. 
But not 
every one that speaketh in the spirit is a 
prophet, but only if he have the ways of 
the Lord. 
S> from their ways shall the 
false prophet and the prophet lie known. 
And no prophet who orders a meal, in the 
spirit, eatetii of it, unlaw indeed he is a 
false prophet; and every prophet 
who 
teacheth the truth, if he do not that which 
he teacheth he i> a false prophet. 
But 
every prophet, proved, true, acting with a 
view to the mystery of the church on 
earth, but not teaching others to do all 
that he himself doeth, shall not he judged 
among you; for with < ind he hath his 
judgment; for so did the ancient prophets 
also. 
But whoever, 
in the spirit, says: 
(live me money, or something else, ye 
shall not hear him; but if for others in 
need, he bids you give, let no one judge 
him. 


C h a i*. X II.— But let every one that 
eometh 
in the Lord’s muñe ho received, 
hut afterward ye shall test and know him ; 
for ye shall have understanding, right and 
left. 
If he who comes is a traveler, help 
him as much as ye can; but he shall not 
remain with you, unless for two or three 
days, if there be necessity. 
But if he will 
take up his abode among you, being an 
artisan, let him work and so eat; but if he 
have no trade, provide, according to your 
understanding, that no idler live with you 
as a Christian. 
But if he will not act 
according to this, he is one who makes 
gain out of C hrist: beware of such. 
C h a p . X III. — But every true prophet 
who will settle among you is worthy of his 
supjxirt. 
Likewise a true teacher, he also 
is worthy, like the workman, of his sup­ 
jxirt. 
Every firstfruit, then, of the pro­ 
ducts of wine-press and threshing-floor, of 
oxen and of sheep, thou shalt 
take and 
give to the projihets; for they are your 
high-priests. 
But if you have no prophet, 
give it to the jioor. 
If thou makest a 
baking of bread, take the first of it and 
give according to the commandment. 
In 
like manner when thou openest a jnr of 
wine or oil, take the first of it and give to 


the prophets; and of money and clothing 
and every jjoseeswion take the first, as seems 
right to thee, and give according to the 
commandment. 
C h a p . X IV .— But on the Lord’s day do 
ye assemble and break bread, and give 
thanks, after confessing your transgres­ 
sions, in order that your sacrifice may lie 
pure. 
But every one that hath contro­ 
versy with his friend, let him not come 
together with you, until they be recon­ 
ciled, that your sacrifice may not lie pro­ 
faned. 
For this is that which was spxiken 
by the Ix ird : At every jilace and time, 
bring me a pnre sacrifice; for a great king 
am I, saith the Ixird, and my name is mar­ 
velous among the nations. 
C h a p . X V .— Now apjioint for your­ 
selves bishops and deacons worthy of the 
Lord, men meek and not avaricious, and 
ujiright and proved ; for they, too, render 
you the service of the projihets and teach­ 
ers. Despise them not, therefore ; for they 
are the ones who are honored of you, to­ 
gether with the jirophets and teachers. 
And reprove one another, not in anger, hut 
in jieace, as ye have it in the gospel ; and 
to every one who erreth against another, 
let no one speak, nor let him hear any­ 
thing from you, until he rejient. 
But your 
prayers and your alms and all your deeds 
so do ve, as ye have it in the gospel of our 
Lord. 
C h a p . X V I.— "Watch for your life’s sake; 
let your lainjie not go out, and your loins 
not he relaxed, but he ready ; for ye know 
not the hour in which our Ixird eometh. 
But ve shall come together often, and seek 
the things which befit your souls; for the 
whole time of your faith iAi/s fa r will not 
profit you, if ye do not become perfect in 
the last time. 
For in the last days the 
false prophets and the corrujitors shall bo 
multiplied, and the sheep shall he turned 
into wolves, and love shall be 1111111x1 into 
hate; for when lawlessness increaseth they 
shall hate one another, and shall persecute 
and deliver uji, and then shall apjiear the 
world-deceiver a» the Son of Gixl, and shall 
do signs and wonders, and the earth shall 
he given into his hands, and he shall com­ 
mit iniquities which have never yet been 
done since the beginning. 
Then all cre­ 
ated men shall come into the tire of trial, 
und many shall he made to stumble and 
shall perish. 
But they that endure in 
their faith shall he saved from this curse. 
And then shall apjiear the signs of the 
truth; first, the sign of an ojiening in 
heaven, then the sign of the trumpet’s 
sound, and thirdly, the resurrection of the 
dead; yet not of all, but as it hath been 
said : The Lord w ill come and all the saints 
with Him. 
Then shall the world see the 
Ixird coming ujxin the clouds of heaven.

obecurcH legitimate ¡uffivities. A case, in 
illustration is the persistency with which 
tiie Home wf the * .k c Snepnrrti it called 
the Magdalen Asylum. 
No doubt the 
fallen one's are obieets of interest, and no 
doubt their rescue and protection are among 
Obarit'v noblest endeavors, but my visit to 
the so-otllf-d Magdalen Asylum showed so 
many different kinds of miseries sheltered 
and alleviated under this roof that the 
nano seems at once too narrow and too 
harsh. The Home of the Good Shepherd 
is os Potrero Avenue, at the end of 
Twenty- second street. The grounds are ad­ 
joining those of the City and County Hos­ 
pital. 
It is the dwelling of the giris under 
sentence of the Court to a term in the In­ 
dustrial School. 
Formerly boys and girls 
wore both received at the Industrial School 
building, on the San Jose road, and the ar- 
rangenient was manifestly bad. 
The Sisters 
of Mercy came forward with an otter to 
receive the girls at their Home, to which a 
special wing was added for the city's fe­ 
male candidates for the Industrial School, 
towards the maintenance of each of whom 
the city pays $15 a month, which has been 
duly contrasted with the $82 found neces­ 
sary per month for each boy at the 1 uu us- 
triai School. 


VARIOUS CLASSES OF IN M A T E 
Tbcro is a department at the Home for 
U«t Mngdaleus, a* they are called, hut 
these* have a certain p:irt of the building 
allotted to them, and the Industrial School 
children never meet them. 
The doors 
opening from one corridor down which the 
Sinter accompanied me led into a room oc­ 
cupied by inebriates—women—many of 
them wives of good position, whose friends 
have intrusted them for a while to the care 
of the Sisters, in the hope that seclusion 
and kind watchfulness will cure them of 
their unhappy propensities.

The bill provides 
th a t San Francisco shall not levy a tax in excess 
of eighty cents on th e $100 of property assessed 
for city and county purposes. 
Judge W allace presided. 
He stated that the 
object of th e m eeting was to ascertain w hat ef­ 
fect the passage of the bill w ould have on their 
constituency—w hether it would uncover the 
m illions th at have not been assessed to the rich, 
or would work a hardship on the poorer class. 
The m eeting was largely attended by m em bers 
of the Assembly, who evince a deep interest in 
th e case. 
L. F. Holtz, Assessor of San Francisco, was 
present, ufid stated before the com m ittee th a t he 
hail assessed all the property he could find at its 
cash value, “ dollar for dollar.” 
B ib b -A t w hat percentage, Mr. Holtz, do you 
assess personal pro|*erty in San Fraiicisn. ■ 
Holt»—At one hundred cents on the dollar. 
Atwell—If th a t is the case. I would like to 
buy all of the personal property in Sail Fran­ 
cisco at the rale of assessment. 1 would be a 
Cnnsus. 
Leverson— Mr. Holtz. I would like to ask 
about O’Connor & Moffitt: who were assessed for 
§60.000, burned out the n ex t day. and claim ed 
an in.-tiran» e of S.IOOJhiO. 
How i- that they were 
assessed for only $<>>.(100. and claim ed a loss and 
insurance for ¿300,000, w hen it i- a well-known 
fact that insurance agents only take a risk on a 
three-quarter value 
Holtz replied th at they carried a large stock 
ot goods th at were exem pt from taxation. They 
h ad packages of silks and velvets unbroken, 
and until they were broken, according to the 
revenue laws of the United States, suen goods 
were not taxable.

At 5:45 the* com m ittee adjourned till 7:30 p. v. 
On reassem bling, Yroom an m oved to strike 
out “ persons o r” from line 8, Section 2, which 
provides th at schedules “ shall be equally avail­ 
able to all persons dem anding transportation 
for persons or property, over said road,” etc. 
Lost. 
Taylor moved to am end Section 2 so th at “ a 
less rate per m ile m ay be charged for long dis­ 
tances than is charged per m ile for short dis­ 
tances tor the same kind or class of freight.” Mr. 
Taylor spoke earnestly in defense of the am end­ 
m ent. saying that if it were not inserted the peo­ 
ple of the northern counties would be virtually 
shut out from m arket. 
Murphy thought th at a Shasta county fanner 
who pays taxes of but SI 50 or §2 50 per acre 
should ii«»t he allowed as low rates for freight as 
those of the Bay counties, whose expense is 
m uch greater iu farming. 
The am endm ent was adopted—ayes, 9 ; noes, 7. 
Section 2 was then adopted its am ended. 
M urphy m oved to am end Section 2 by adding, 
in line 2. the words, “ devoted to a public use,” 
m aking the sentence read: 
“ Track and other 
structures ‘devoted to public use’ m ust be m ain­ 
tained 
in 
good and sufficient repair,” etc. 
Adopted unanim ously. 
W hitney m oved to am end Section 3, providing 
th at tracks and structures decayed, destroyed or 
rem oved m ust be replaced or restored “ if nec­ 
essary to the public use.” 
Adopted. 
Section 3 was then adopted as am ended. 
Sullivan moved th at Section 4 be adopted as a 
whole. 
McClure moved to am end by striking out the 
entire section. He claim ed th at its effect would 
be to shut out railroads incorporated in other 
States, and claim ed th at its enactm ent would be 
detrim ental to the interests of the State by 
keeping out com peting lines from the East. 
[The section provides th a t no railroad com 
pany organized under the law of any other 
State is perm itted to operate any railroad in this 
state, and no railroad incorporated in this State 
is perm itted to accept a charter or franchise 
from any other State. For any violation of these 
provisions such com panies m ust forfeit their 
charters.] 
Reddy argued vigorously in favor of retaining 
the section and all its provisions. 
McClure again took th e floor, and delivered a 
long and able argum ent against the section, in 
which he showed th a t the proposed inhibition 
regarding outside corporations was not only un­ 
constitutional but in direct opposition to a n ex­ 
isting law of this Slate, passed in ISSO, and that 
it would besuieidal for this State to begin now on 
a restrictive policy o f the kind proposed. 
We 
have too m ucn land, too large an undeveloped 
tooth ill section and too few railroads, to inaugu­ 
r a t e such a policy. 
He would say, “ Come here 
w ith your com peting railroad*, and develop 
our young and extensive State.” 
He believed 
th at a |H)licy of 
fairness 
tow ard 
outside 
railroad corporations would, w ithin ten years, 
give California no less than three com peting 
lines across th e continent. No m atter where 
these com panies were organized, nor where 
chartered, each State has absolute control over 
their operations w ithin its borders. 
He chal­ 
lenged any law yer to point t<> a decision of the 
higher Courts of the land w ithin the last fifteen 
years that «fid not bear him out on this point. 
Yrooman favored striking out section 4. and 
argued in asim ila r stra in .' He cited the testi­ 
mony of the m anagers of several short-lfaie 
r«»ad-. all of whom declared that the passage *»1 
the Barry bill would prevent them from con­ 
structing com peting lines. 
The r«>ll was called on the motion to strike out 
the section, with the following result

MeClure moved to strike out all o f Section 6. 
[The section provides that at the expiration of 
th e term s for which railroad charters were given 
the projMirty, after the paym ent of debts, shall 
revert to the stockholders.] 
Murphy moved to am end by adding: “ Pro­ 
viding no act of any agent of such corporation 
violating the provisions of this Act shall Ik.* con­ 
strued U»t>e the act of the corjioration, unless 
ratified by th e Directors." 
Spencer nfifered as a substitute: “ Provided, 
that the act or omission of any agent shall not 
l»e deem ed to l»e the act of the eorjmration. un­ 
less expressly or im pliedly authorized or ratified 
by the Directors, oi said corporation.” Lost — 
ayes, 5; noes, 11. 
’The question recurring on Senator M urphy’s 
am endm ent, the roil was called, with this re­ 
sult : Ayes, 10; noes, 6.

Section 4. No railroad cor|*>ration organized 
under the law s of this State is perm itted to ac­ 
cept any charter or corporate franchise from any 
other Governm ent, State or sovereignty ; and no 
corporation organized u n d er the laws of any 
other Governm ent, State or sovereignty is per­ 
m itted to operate any railroad or carry by rail 
w ithin this state.

respect different from those prescribed in this 
Act, or further m aking o f any discount or rebate 
hereby forbidden, or lor violating the provisions 
of this Act in any particular, shall be deem ed 
guilty of a m isdem eanor [as provided in Section 
19 of the Penal (JodeJ. 
Section 8. Rates of freight or fare adopted by 
the Board o f Railroad Commissioners, if not put 
in force and com plied w ith by the railroad com­ 
panies affected, m ay be enforced by w rit of 
m andate on behalf of the people, to be sued out 
by th e Attorney-General. 
Any com pany failing 
of refusing to com ply w ith a perem ptory m an 
date issued in such action, shall forfeit its char­ 
ter and tie dissolved. On appeal from judgm ent 
aw arding a perem ptory m andate, in such cases 
there shall be no stay of proceedings on appeal. 
The com m ittee appointed to investigate the 
conduct of Assemblyman Leverson, and which 
was expected to subm it its report to the Assem­ 
bly yesterday, it is understood w ill not bring the 
m atter before the House until next Tuesday.
